Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest a method and a circuit for reducing write field disturb 
in a random access memory of magnetic elements. In particular, a random access 
memory of magnetic elements comprises: write drivers coupled to first ends of 
corresponding ones of write conductors, wherein at least one write driver is configured 
as follows: (a) for switching a write current onto a corresponding write conductor in 
response to selection of a bit cell of the corresponding write conductor; and (b) for 
switching a disturb counteracting current onto the corresponding write conductor in 
response to non-selection of a bit cell associated with the corresponding write 
conductor, the disturb counteracting current including a recycled portion of the write 
current of a neighboring write conductor of a selected bit cell.
